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Revellers 
snap up 
tickets for 
2013 event 

TICKETS have already been 
snapped up for next year’s 
Osfest music festival even 
though revellers have no 
idea which acts will be per¬ 
forming. 

The event was held at 
Oswestry Showground, in 
Park Hall, from June 1 to 
June 3 this year and saw 
performances from headline 
acts such as Razorlight, 
Hard-Fi, Dappy and Loick 
Essien. 

Despite the wet weather, 
which turned the site into a 
mudbath, the event 
attracted about 5,500 peo¬ 
ple. 

Now, less than two weeks 
after the 2012 event came to 
a close, festival bosses have 
put tickets on sale for the 
2013 event and a number of 
people have already snapped 
up ‘earlybuy’ tickets. 

Organisers are delighted 
that there has been this 
instant interest for the event 
in 12 months’ time and also 
surprised at how quickly the 
tickets have been sold. 

Carly Jackson, event 
director, said: “They went 
on sale over the weekend 
and we have sold four tickets 
for next year.” 

She said that the Osfest 
team was already starting to 
think about next year’s 
event and hoped to bring 
back the Shropshire Proms 
night, but they wanted to 
make that completely sepa¬ 
rate from the rest of the fes¬ 
tival.

Town's digital 
cinema plan 
hit by delays 


PLANS to bring a digital cinema to 
Oswestry showing blockbuster films are 
taking longer than expected despite a 
£45,000 grant. 

Kinokulture, a town-based film screening 
company, was awarded the cash from Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s Market Town Revitalisation 
programme for plans to bring top movies to 
the area. 

Bosses hoped to set up the cinema inside 
the Attfield Theatre, in the Guildhall, on 
Bailey Head, last month but paperwork has 
seen plans delayed. 

Ian Garland, technical director at the 
company, said the equipment needed for the 
venture was so specialised that only four 
people in the whole country know how to 
install it and they are currently tied up with 
carrying out installations in other parts of 
the UK. 

He said: “Things are still progressing. It 
is a very long and tedious process. We have 
all the paperwork. 

“We are looking forward to having an 
opening date but it is not like we can nip 
down to the supermarket and buy the equip¬ 
ment because it is specialist equipment.” 

Kinokulture say box-office films, recent 
releases, a Saturday morning film club for 
youngsters and classics for older people are 
on the cards. 


Mark Watson, who will be running the 
restaurant alongside his wife Sarah, said 
they had been overwhelmed by the 
response to the positions. 

He said: “On one day alone, our two 
phones were ringing people back from 
8.30am until 11pm at night. It was quite 
incredible. 

“The phones have not stopped ringing 
since we started recruiting.” 

Mr Watson, who has 17 years experience 
in the pub trade, has come to Welshpool 
from another Marston’s restaurant in 
Hull. 

He said: “It is important to point out 
that we are an eatery and not a pub with 
our drinks priced higher than many town 
centre pubs.” 

Honest 

He added: “My first impression of 
Welshpool is positive - it is a very nice 
town and the Smithfield Bell will bring 
something extra to it. 

“It will offer good honest food in a fam¬ 
ily environment which will hopefully 
bring more people into the town and stop 
them looking elsewhere for a meal. 

“Hopefully people will come to us for 
food and then head into town for a drink. 

“We will have higher prices on drinks 
because our main focus - 70 per cent - is 
on food where people will enjoy value for 
money on a meal with their drinks.” 

Some critics argue that its location will 
do the opposite and pull people away from 
the town centre through its two for one 
meal deals. 

News of the opening was welcomed by 
Robert Robinson, town clerk of Welsh¬ 
pool, who said the restaurant formed part 
of Welshpool’s regeneration project. 

Mr Robinson said: “It’s good news for 
the town but I’m sure some people will dis¬ 
agree with the town council’s view. 

“But plans have been in the pipeline for 
years and the development will create 
dozens of new jobs.”

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5,000 Roman coins are 

treasure, says coroner

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ALMOST 5,000 Roman coins dating back to 
273AD found in a field near Montgomery have 
been deemed as treasure trove. 

The find was made on June 28 last year by metal detector 
enthusiast Adrian Simmons, a member of the Oldford Force 
Team, a metal detecting group based in Welshpool. 

Now Powys coroner Louise Hunt has ruled the find as a 
treasure trove and the hoard will now be valued and Mr 
Simmons and the landowner 
could get a cash windfall. 

The inquest in Welshpool, 
heard that the 4,854 copper 
alloy coins dated from 273 to 
274AD could now go on show 
at Welshpool’s Powysland 
Museum. 

Mr Simmons, giving evi¬ 
dence at the inquest, said he 
was ‘delighted’ with the 
find. 

He said: “On June 28 last 
year I was on the land at 
about 8pm at night when I 
had a very strong signal 
coming up, which usually 
indicates a large piece of 
scrap or junk. 

“I dug about 10 inches 
down into the soil and then 
all of a sudden hundreds of 
coins came up on my spade. I 
was delighted and then 
found a pot full of them.” 

Mr Simmons said he col¬ 
lected the coins that were 
loose and took them home, 
covering the rest and the pot 
until the following day when 
he called the Clywd Powys 
Archaeological Trust, which 
recovered them the next day. 

Mrs Hunt said the coins 
were sent off to Edward 
Besly, assistant keeper at the 
National Museum of Wales 
in Cardiff, for evaluation. 

Mr Besly’s report said: 
“There is no doubt that this 
collection truly exceeds the 
standard for being named as 
a treasure trove. They date 
from around 273 to 274 AD. ” 
Mrs Hunt said: “There¬ 
fore I rule these are a treas¬ 
ure trove and they will now 
be sent away to be valued.” 


Hope on 
building 
valuation 


THE valuation placed on a 
school building near 
Oswestry will be key to 
whether a campaign is 
launched to keep it for the 
community’s use, council¬ 
lors said. 

Maesbury Primary School 
will close at the end of the 
summer term as part of a 
shake-up of education by 
Shropshire Council. 

Parish councillors say 
they are keen to keep the 
school building for commu¬ 
nity use amid fears the near 
100-year-old property will 
be knocked down and the 
site used for housing. 

They have warned that if 
the school building is lost 
there will be ‘nothing left’ in 
the village. 

Maesbury Parish Council¬ 
lor Sue Chalk said: “The val¬ 
uation is key to what 
happens with the building. 

“We will have to wait to 
see what the valuation is 
before we start thinking 
about fundraising, if indeed 
we do decide to go ahead at 
that stage.” 

Shropshire Council 
spokesman Simon Alton 
said the valuation process 
was continuing.

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Residents 
inspired 
to spruce 
up town 

PEOPLE in Oswestry have 
been inspired to help spruce 
up their town despite losing 
out in the first round of the 
Mary Portas competition to 
revive Britain’s high streets, 
a councillor has claimed. 

Steve Haworth, a member 
of town group Footfall, said 
although he was disap¬ 
pointed Oswestry didn’t get 
a £100,000 share of the 
£1.2m cash prize fronted by 
the TV shopping guru, he 
felt it was still moving for¬ 
ward. 

Footfall is a partnership 
between community groups 
and has been helping to 
spruce up empty shops and 
bring art to the town centre. 

The group, along with 
Oswestry Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and other groups, 
including Footfall, applied to 
become one of 12 Portas 
towns and get help to revive 
its centre. 

Councillor Haworth said: 
“We are disappointed to 
have not got the money but 
we are not too disappointed. 
We always knew it was going 
to be difficult to win as it was 
a competition up and down 
the country. 

“We still hope it has pro¬ 
vided a spring board for us to 
move forward. A number of 
things Mary Portas sug¬ 
gested we are already doing 
now anyway. The applica¬ 
tion has brought more peo¬ 
ple in.”

Jobs hope as data centre is 
proposed at ex-leisure site 


A NEW data centre planned for Oswestry by a county communica¬ 
tions firm could bring 40 new jobs to the town.

Shrewsbury-based Arbitel bought Oswestry’s former leisure centre in College Road last 
month, and while outline planning permission exists to turn the site into 45 new affordable 
homes, the company is considering its alternatives. 

That includes building a data centre, and Arbitel has brought in a consultant to look at 
the feasibility of putting the site to commercial use. 

Business development manager Alistair Brown said: “If you look at where data centres 

are strategically located around the UK, 
they are in Manchester and London and 
Leeds, with nothing really supporting the 
counties or the borders. 

“With everybody moving towards cloud 
computing there is a need for additional 
data space, so we looked at the investment 
needed to put a centre in Oswestry. 

“It would be a place for companies to put 
their servers into a secure location, so if any¬ 
thing did happen in terms of a disaster in 
their offices it’s not going to compromise 
what’s on there.”

Parish council 
votes against 
poultry sheds 


PARISH councillors have narrowly voted 
to oppose plans to build giant poultry 
units in a small Shropshire village hous¬ 
ing nearly 150,000 chickens. 

More than 20 people attended Great 
Ness and Little Ness Parish Council’s 
monthly meeting to hear councillors dis¬ 
cuss plans by applicant GC Davies & Co to 
build three units and a new access road at 
Foxholes in the village to accommodate 
the proposed poultry business. 

A similar bid, which would have seen 
five poultry units built in the village, was 
rejected by Shropshire Council in 2010 
and an appeal against that refusal was 
thrown out by a planning inspector last 
year. 

Several members of the public spoke 
and objectors said the new revised bid was 
no better than the initial application, 
which was rejected. 

Applicant Guy Davies said that 64 per 
cent of people who had written to Shrop¬ 
shire Council about the application were 
in support of it. 

He dismissed fears that the lorries serv¬ 
ing the units would cause traffic problems 
and said there would be minimal increase 
in traffic movements. 

Several parish councillors declared a 
prejudicial interest in the application and 
left the room for the vote. The remaining 
councillors voted by three votes to one to 
oppose the bid. 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the bid by July 11. 


Arbitel is looking into how the centre 
could incorporate green technology and sit 
comfortably within the residential area, 
with managing director Lee Crowe dismiss¬ 
ing concerns that it would be a ‘big shed’. 

Mr Brown added: “It would need people 
on site 24/7, so you’re looking at 30 to 40 
heads to run the data centre. 

“You would be surprised by how many 
people in IT live in the Oswestry area, 
because of what else is there, then there’s 
the expertise you train into people with 
things like apprenticeships.” 

The move comes after Arbitel, which is 
already considering trebling its staff after 
enjoying turnover of £2.2 million in its first 
year of trading, scooped a multi-million 
pound deal to recycle computers for Hewlett 
Packard, as part of a contract with the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Mr Brown said: “We are taking old assets, 
clearing them and making sure the data on 
them is protected and destroyed, and where 
you have a redundant asset left we are max¬ 
imizing the value of that by refreshing it.”

Chief Inspector Pete Westlake of Dyfed- 
Powys Police urged people living in the flood 
alert areas not to take any unnecessary 
risks. 

He said: “Emergency services are keen to 
stress that rivers and flood water remain 
extremely dangerous. 

“Police will have a high visibility presence 
in the affected communities in order to pro¬ 
vide re-assurance - if you have any concerns 
please talk to them. 

“We’d also like to thank the communities 
for their co-operation and tremendous 
efforts to contribute to the clean up 
process.” 

Officials at Environment Agency Wales 
said they were continuing to monitor the 
situation closely. 

They will be keeping a close eye on river 
levels.

Fears are raised after town

Former Oswestry mayor Councillor Heather Bickerton said she feared the loss of the post 
would give a perception that policing was becoming more remote. 

But the claim has been denied by senior police officers who say the new set-up will allow 
Oswestry to carry on receiving a ‘full and proper service’. 

The Oswestry inspector role was lost in a shake-up of policing in north Shropshire and 
after town inspector Jim Stafford retired last month.

Councillor Bickerton, who set up the 
town’s police consultative committee group 
and was formerly the chairman of the 
town’s crime prevention panel, said: “I have 
huge concerns about this. I fully support the 
police and the great work they do and I am 
worried that these changes will cause dam¬ 
age. 

“Oswestry needs its own inspector who is 
accessible to councillors and the public and 
understands the area. 

“I feel sorry for the senior officers because 
I feel they are being spread so thinly. It is not 
their fault and they are doing the best they 
can. 

“Is the police becoming more remote or is 
this just an impact of the cuts they are fac¬ 
ing and they are struggling to fill the gaps? 

“I am worried policing in Oswestry will 
not get the focus that it deserves and what 
it would get if we had our own inspector.” 

Chief Inspector Sarah Wagstaff said 
Councillor Bickerton could be reassured 
Oswestry’s policing was not suffering. 

She said: “Oswestry has not lost its dedi¬ 
cated police inspector - far from it. 

“The two areas have always operated 
closely together and will continue to utilise 
this flexibility to provide efficient policing 
for the whole area.”

MY HUSBAND’S BOSS IS COMPLAINING CANCER IS PREVENTING HIM DOING HIS JOB 

Q: My husband is undergoing treatment for cancer every few weeks. As a result he has not been able to fulfil his usual duties at work, but has still gone in 
even when he has been feeling dreadful. His boss has made a number of remarks about him not being able to do the job properly and he is worried he will 
lose the job, especially as there have been redundancies in the past year. Gould they get rid of him? 

A: Anyone who has cancer is automatically protected under the disability provisions in the Equality Act 2010, from the time of diagnosis. This means your 
husband is protected from unfair discrimination related to his disability and from being harassed or victimised because of his disability. The protection 
generally also extends to matters such as offers of employment, terms and conditions of employment and opportunities for promotion. An employer 
(or prospective employer) is required under the Act to make any reasonable adjustments necessary to facilitate an individual’s access to employment 
opportunities and to enable them to perform their job effectively. 

If your husband believes he is being discriminated against he should discuss the situation with his line manager or HR manager. If the issue cannot be 
resolved he should go through the company’s grievance procedure. Failing that he can submit a claim to an employment tribunal. He would need to do this 
quickly however, as claims must be submitted within three months of the date the complaint became relevant. Conduct occurring prior to three months’ ago 
can be covered if it forms part of a continuing course of conduct, provided the claim is issued in time from the last act. 

An extension to the time limit will only be granted in exceptional circumstances where the tribunal is satisfied that it was not reasonably practicable for the 
complaint to have been made earlier.

Consult public on station 
closures, AM tells police 


DYFED Powys Police must consult the public 
over proposals to shut front-desk services at 
Welshpool police station, an AM has warned. 

Joyce Watson, AM for Mid & West Wales, has called on 
police chiefs to ask members of the public what they think 
of the plan as well as urging them to speak to unions and 


staff who would be directly 
affected. 

The force announced last 
month that front counters at 
seven stations could shut to 
the public. 

As well as Welshpool, sta¬ 
tions under review include 
Milford Haven, Fishguard, 
Tenby, Lampeter, Ystradg- 
ynlais and Ammanford. 

The force has to cut costs 
by £13 million by 2015, but 
stressed that its proposal 
would not lead to a drop in 
service. Staff affected by the 
changes would have the 
chance to redeploy else¬ 
where, but redundancies are 
not ruled out. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it 
would always try to avoid 
redundancies where possi¬ 
ble. Chief Constable Ian 
Arundale said fewer people 
were using police stations 
and it was a growing trend. 

As a result, the force is 
looking to change the way it 
delivers counter services by 
using mobile stations and 
holding more police surger¬ 
ies. 

Despite this, the stations 
under review would not 
close completely.

Mr Arundale said: “The

THE Rotary Cub of Oswestry is nothing if not patient. In 
2004 the club launched a project to fund a piece of equip¬ 
ment for the then-planned Oswestry Health Centre and, 
eight years later, the equipment has been handed over. 

Inspired by ‘Calendar Girls’, the club raised £760 by cre¬ 
ating and selling a calendar which followed the mixed for¬ 
tunes of the health centre project. 

The club purchased an electric cast saw for the Minor 
Injuries Unit (MIU) and on June 7 it was handed over by 
club president Mike Jones. 

Accepting the equipment on behalf of the Shropshire 
Community Health NHS Trust - responsible for Oswestry’s 
DAART (Diagnostic, Assessment & Access to Rehabilita¬ 
tion & Treatment) and MIU was Gilly Scott, Clinical Lead, 
MIUs. 

She said: “The electric saw will make a big difference 
when the unit opens. It makes the job of removing a cast 
very quick and easy. 

“The manual alternative can be slow and painful - espe¬ 
cially difficult when we are treating patients suffering from 
significant swelling, and children. 

“In fact children react very positively to this tool - you 
might expect them to be intimidated by it, but they think it 
is great. 

“We are also just starting to work on plans for additional 
services at the MIU which, if they are implemented, will cre¬ 
ate an even greater need for this piece of equipment.”

Curley was given eight months for dan¬ 
gerous driving, four months for driving 
while disqualified and six months for two 
breaches of suspended sentences. 

He was also banned from driving for two 
years.

Crows blamed for damage 
to round house attraction 


A NEW thatched roof can last for half a century - but bosses of a 
tourist attraction near Oswestry had to call in a top thatcher after just 
three years when their roof became a favourite spot for crows. 

The birds started attacking the roof on the replica Iron Age round house at Park Hall 
Countryside Experience near Oswestry about six months ago. And now that the thatched 
roof has been repaired, bosses are wondering how best to stop the troublesome birds from 
returning. 

Staff feared the damage would let rain through to soak the display inside, which includes

TWO MEN pulled down two signs from a 
street in Welshpool only to return them two 
days later - one of them in a damaged con¬ 
dition. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said the signs were 
removed from Hall Street at about 4am on 
May 27. 

Sharon Reynolds, force spokeswoman, 
said: “At approximately 4am on May 27 two 
males removed two freestanding, insecure 
metal signs, both approximately a metre 
high from the bottom of Hall Street in 
Welshpool. 

“The signs belonged to commercial prem¬ 
ises on Hall Street. 

“The males have approached the area by 
walking down Hall Street and then drag¬ 
ging the signs in the direction of the Sains- 
bury’s supermarket. 

“At approximately 11.55pm on May 29 
the two males have been captured on CCTV 
returning the signs to Hall Street, however 
one of the signs returned was damaged.” 


a woven hazel mattress and a sheepskin 
blanket, as well as a cauldron and loom. 

Master thatcher Phil Hallsworth of 
Shrewsbury spent a day and a half repairing 
the damage. 

He was able to make a patch out of water 
reed and wheat thatch, saving Park Hall the 
£10,000 cost of a new roof. 

The replica round house was built at Park 
Hall in 2009 and has proved popular with 
families and children. But staff have ruled 
out using wire as they believe it would 
detract from the attraction’s Iron Age 
authenticity. 

Pecked 

And the prospect of dead crows being put 
up on the roof to deter others from visiting 
has been ruled out because the round house 
is popular with families. 

Rachel Mottram, spokeswoman for Park 
Hall, said: “We had a lot of problems with 
crows. 

“They pecked the top of the round house 
and decimated it and it looked a mess. 

“We have no protection from the crows 
whatsoever and we are not sure what we are 
going to do.” 

Mr Hallsworth, who works all over 
Britain and as far afield as Belgium, said 
crows were not an unusual problem in his 
25-year career but admitted some thatched 
roofs get attacked more than others. 

He said whether the birds came back 
again was ‘in the lap of the gods’.

process. 

“We now need to raise 
£40,000 very quickly.”

Traffic watchdog wasn't 
told about turbine plans 


GOVERNMENT officials responsible for 
ensuring traffic runs smoothly in Wales 
were not told about wind turbine trial runs 
being carried out in Powys, it has emerged. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member 
Russell George said he was amazed that the 
Welsh Government did not inform Traffic 
Wales of the movement of a number of wind 
turbine lorry test runs across Powys last 
month. 

The information was obtained from a let¬ 
ter sent to Mr George by the First Minister 
Carwyn Jones, who wrote to the AM follow¬ 
ing a question he raised during an Assembly 
plenary session. 

In the letter Mr Jones said that Traffic 
Wales was not advised because for the most 


part, the loads were travelling at ‘typical 
road speeds’ and that they ‘did not cause 
congestion of a level for Traffic Wales to be 
informed.” However, the First Minister con¬ 
ceded that due to the level of concern, the 
Government would arrange for any future 
movements to be publicised on the Traffic 
Wales website. 

Mr George said: “I am absolutely amazed 
that the Government did not inform Traffic 
Wales of the movement of these abnormal 
loads. Traffic Wales is the traffic informa¬ 
tion and management arm of the Govern¬ 
ment and it has a fundamental 
responsibility to provide timely and accu¬ 
rate information to motorists about any 
incident or potential problem.”

Animal lover Emma tackles 
new fundraising challenge 


SHE has raised thousands of pounds by climbing the highest moun¬ 
tain in South East Asia and now plans to set up her own support group 
for animals in other countries. 

Emma Gerrard is a veterinary nurse at Cain Vets in Llansantffraid and has been looking 
after animals for 12 years after studying a degree in Clinical Veterinary Nursing. 

The 28-year-old’s passion for caring for animals has led her to adventure across the globe 
to take part in a jungle trek in Borneo which included climbing the 13,000ft mountain 
Mount Kinabalu. 


She took part in the event to raise cash for 
charity IAPWA which works to stop animal 
cruelty and promote their welfare world¬ 
wide. 

Thanks to the support of her family and 
friends she managed to raise more than 
£3,000 for the cause when she visited the 
country earlier this year. 

“It was the first time I have ever been to 
Borneo,” she said. “I started collecting 
money last September and managed to get 
my target amount of £2,500 before I went. 

“I climbed the highest mountain in South 
East Asia which was four times the size of 
Mount Snowdon. It took a while and was 
really hard. At times I struggled breathing 
and there was the risk of getting altitude 
sickness. 

“I saw orang-utans and lots of other ani¬ 
mals when I was out there. We had a tour of 
the area and I also got to sleep in a ham¬ 
mock. 

“It is an achievement for me and I am 
really chuffed to have done it. 

“My friends and family are really proud of 
me and I have some beautiful pictures. 

“I had trained by going up and down Rod¬ 
ney’s Pillar but I don’t think anything can 
prepare you for that. It was a shock to the 
system. 

“I am hoping to go back to Borneo at the 
end of the year for a couple of weeks to work 
as a vet nurse on a neutering trip.” 

She is now calling on people to help her set

up a support group to go out to Borneo to 
care for sick cats and dogs. She would also 
like the group to help raise funds to send 
over toys for them to play with. 

“If people want to help and I get enough 
interest I want to set up a regional fundrais¬ 
ing group,” she said. 

“People don’t have to be vets and nurses 
to take part. They can be ordinary people 
who go and look after the cats and dogs, give 
them baths, clean and feed them.”

resident Bill Johnson bubble-wrapping 
his car. Well, not the whole vehicle, just 
one of the doors. The motor on his elec¬ 
tric window has gone and the protection 
is a temporary measure until he can get 
the car to the garage later. 

“It went yesterday so I’m taping it up 
over night,” he explains, his hands all 
bubble wrap and gaffer tape. 

The way the weather has been, he 
doesn’t want to get rain in his car. He 
jokes about the recent drought and how 
rainfall over the last week has appar¬ 
ently topped up reservoirs by around 14 


per cent. “Hopefully it won’t rain for a 
few days,” says Bill nodding towards his 
newly-wrapped car door. 

Getting into their car for a trip to the 
doctors are members of the Jones fam¬ 
ily. Like many in the town, they haven’t 
moved far. Bernie Jones says: “My wife 
was born at number 39; my brother is at 
number 28, and I’ve got other family 
members close by, too. 

There is certainly a pull to the area 
that keeps family ‘boomeranging’ back.

Rubber horse Randy trains 
rescue teams across globe 


MEET Randy - he’s 14 hands tall, weighs 
about 30 stone, is worth more than £6,000 and 
has been all over the world to help train emer¬ 
gency crews in animal rescue. 

But he doesn’t need expensive stables or even food and 
water when he leaves his home in Powys - for Randy is made 
of industrial rubber. 


The life-sized ‘horse’ has 
been created by Welshpool 
firm Resquip at its base in 
Leighton. 

Since 2008, the company 
has made up to 50 horse 
mannequins, each built 
around a steel skeleton with 
a fully moveable head, neck 
and limbs. 

Thirty have been supplied 
to fire and rescue services 
across the UK and the rest 
have been dispatched to fire 
departments and mountain 
rescue teams across the 
world. 

Two were completed last 
week, ready to be shipped to 
a large emergency animal 
rescue team in Charleston, 
USA. 

Sarah Naylor, office man¬ 
ager at Resquip, said Randy 
had also been dispatched to 
fire departments in Finland 
and Belgium and mountain 
rescue teams in the French 
and Austrian Alps, and had 
also been shipped to Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Closer to home, Hamp¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice is one of the company’s

main clients. Resquip is one 
of only two firms in the 
world who make the life- 
sized mannequins, with the 
other based in America. 

She said: “The man¬ 
nequins help to train fire 
service personnel and rescue 
teams, so they know what to 
do when they are faced with 
real life operations involving 
horses. 

“We have supplied them to 
countries all over the world. 

“The mannequins take 
between four and six weeks 
to make and are often made 
in the colour white, but we 
can make them in other 
colours too.” 

The company also makes 
cow mannequins and rescue 
harnesses. 

Miss Naylor added: “We 
are also in the process of 
working on an extra-large 
human training dummy to 
help emergency workers 
practise carrying morbidly 
obese people around.”

Summer sounds 
best sat next to 
the water’s edge 


APPARENTLY Eurovision is over 
(somebody told me) and appar¬ 
ently we didn’t do very well 
(nobody needed to tell me). 

But if pretentious hairstyles and ageing 
grannies make up some of the sounds of 
Europe, what is the sound of Shropshire? 
And specifically, what is the sound of sum¬ 
mer in Shropshire? 

Leaving aside talentless wannabes, 
Shropshire has some wonderful musicians 
of its own but by definition, I’m more con¬ 
cerned with the wild reverberations to be 
heard in June. 

The cuckoos have become silent for 
another year, the woodpeckers less stri¬ 
dent and the dawn chorus, although still 
audible, has lost much of its bolster. 

No, for me a summer’s day can be 
nowhere better spent then ambling along a 
riverbank in search of kingfishers, otters 
and waterfowl. But what of the sounds? 

Just being in a natural setting will be 
enough for a serenade by nature, but there 
are some places that are unrelentingly 
orchestral and the riverbank is one of 
those. 

The lowing of cattle and the soft squelch¬ 
ing of friendly Friesians at the water’s edge 
is accompanied on a still summer’s day in 
mid-June with the harmonious tinklings of 
bumblebees and honeybees, the melodious 
murmurs of blackbirds and robins and the 
rustling leaves of the slowly swaying 
branches on which they perch. 

Of course the main audible constant in

such a setting is the chuckling water itself. 

However, unless you are lucky enough to 
see an otter twisting and turning in the 
shallows or a kingfisher diving from its 
post, you are unlikely to hear any other 
sound - except one. Just below the rapids, 
as the sunlight ceases to twinkle off the 
surface and instead penetrates the depths 
in a rich kaleidoscope of browns, umbers 
and ochres, there is a distinctive ploop. 

In years gone by we might have been 
able to remove the second ‘o’ and our 
attention may have been focused on a div¬ 
ing water vole, but alas that is less likely 
today. However all is not lost, the ‘ploop’ 
was made not by a mammal but a fish and 
for me it is the quintessential sound of a 
summer’s day; a brown trout has surfaced. 

Not just is this scenario aesthetically 
pleasing to our senses but it is all inter¬ 
linked in the grand web of life. Let me 
explain. Shropshire is one of the most 
rural counties in the whole of the UK. It is 
something we live with and it is something 
we can all be tremendously proud of. It 
also has some of the most unspoilt water¬ 
courses in Britain. 

Farming practices have improved so

much over the last few decades, that a 
trout stream running through a cow field 
and beyond through a crop plantation, can 
retain its ability to support small inverte¬ 
brates, lush bankside vegetation and 
smaller fish which require, not just the 
invertebrates, but the high quality, oxy¬ 
genated water to thrive. 

The trout not only gulp down the caddis 
flies and mayflies on the surface, but hunt 
the fish below. Small trout are prey to the 


kingfishers which require quality, clear 
water to feed. The larger trout support the 
otters and I’d like to think, in some way, 
that the otters and the rest of the wildlife 
support the naturalist! 

So anyone who is sceptical about the 
pleasures the natural world can impart 
upon us, should visit their local stream or 
river in June. We all know they will not be 
disappointed.

MORE than 40 homes were 
left without power after a 
wooden pylon started spark¬ 
ing and caught fire near 
Oswestry. 

Firefighters were called to 
Old Mill, in Morda, at about 
2pm on Sunday. 

Ceri Flavell, crew man¬ 
ager in Oswestry, was one of 
the firefighters dealing with 
the call. 

He said: “We want to 
remind members of the pub¬ 
lic if they see a fire or sparks 
from telegraph pylons not to 
investigate them, they pose 
a risk.” 

The electricity company 
arrived within an hour and 
said the cause of the flames 
was because of the weather 
and that the high winds 
could have caused a loose 
connection on an overhead 
wire. 

A Scottish Power 
spokesman said: “There 
were high winds and one of 
the connections came loose 
and was sparking. 

“We had to disconnect the 
supply and we took approxi¬ 
mately 40 customers off sup¬ 
ply for just over an hour to 
carry out the repair work. 

“We would advise if any¬ 
one sees a fault to call us as 
soon as possible. 

We wouldn’t advise people 
to go near it.” 

The power company apol¬ 
ogised for any inconven¬ 
ience.

Fear over 
implants 
may hit 
hospital 

CONTROVERSY over 
metal on metal hip replace¬ 
ments could cause a finan¬ 
cial time bomb for the health 
service and a huge logistical 
problem for a specialist hos¬ 
pital in Shropshire. 

The Orthopaedic Hospital 
has halted use of metal on 
metal hip implants after a 
fears that they can cause 
muscle and bone damage 
and see metal ions leak into 
the body. 

It is having to organise 
annual checks for each one 
of the 1,040 patients given 
the implants rather than the 
traditional metal on plastic 
joints. 

But, at the hospital trust 
board meeting medical 
director Steve White warned 
the hospital’s international 
reputation could see it deal¬ 
ing with referrals from 
across the UK. 

The hospital is known as a 
regional centre for ortho¬ 
paedics and has a reputation 
for more complicated revi¬ 
sion hip and knee replace¬ 
ment surgery. 

“We have 1,040 patients to 
be contacted and followed up 
closely, which is a huge logis¬ 
tical exercise,” he said. 

“However, because of our 
expertise we are already get¬ 
ting more patients referred 
from outside our area. This 
will have a financial implica¬ 
tion for us that is too early to 
understand. For the health 
service this could be a finan¬ 
cial time bomb.”

IF you thought cars racing 
around at high speed within the 
confines of Park Hall Camp, 
Oswestry, represented an 
accident waiting to happen, 
you would be right. 

And it did happen back in early 
November 1978. Seven people, including

an expectant mother, were hurt when a 
car ploughed into a crowd of spectators, 
while others managed to fling them¬ 
selves clear after the brakes of a Mini 
taking part failed at a sharp bend. 

The accident came during a 50-car sin¬ 
gle venue stage rally, organised by the 


Welsh Border Car Club and Telford Auto 
Club.Those hurt had been watching local 
favourite John Ashton of Llansantffraid 
in action and appear to have had their 
backs towards the car which crashed, 
driven by Kenneth Bishop, of Walsall. 

The brake fluid pipe on the car was 
said to have broken, and all the fluid ran 
out, meaning that when he put his foot 
down there were no brakes, and the vehi¬ 


cle failed to take a corner and ran on for 
about 20 yards. A picture of the Mini 
taken later showed it with a cracked 
windscreen and lightly dented bonnet. 

As you might imagine there was, after¬ 
wards, controversy over safety issues 
and an inquiry was launched. Was there 
ever again rallying at Park Hall? We 
don’t know the answer to that one. 

As for the unfortunate spectators,

thankfully the injuries were not too seri¬ 
ous, although five of the seven hurt did 
end up detained in hospital. 

All but two, including the expectant 
mother, who came from Pant, were soon 
allowed home. A 19-year-old girl from 
Shrewsbury with face injuries and a 22- 
year-old from Morda who had a broken 
leg, spent several days at the 
Orthopaedic Hospital.

Mural group sets sights 
on funding for more art

A COMMUNITY group behind the 
large steam train mural on an 
Oswestry town centre wall has 
applied for funding to create a 
second piece of art. 

Footfall, a partnership formed to spruce 
up empty shops, has asked for cash from the 
Local Joint Committee to help it create a sec¬ 
ond mural on a wall belonging to The 
George, on Bailey Head. 

It is hoped the blacked out windows on the 
side of the pub will be transformed into art¬ 
work and an artist has already come up with 
a set of drawings. 

Steve Haworth, a member of the group, 
said: “We have had an artist who has come 
forward and given us some designs and we 
have put in a bid for some money to the Local 
Joint Committee, which will be held on June 
14. 

“Once we have an answer from the com¬ 
mittee we will be able to move on with it. 

“If we don’t then we will have to find 
another way of doing it.” 

Footfall members are remaining tight- 
lipped over the theme of the creation but Mr 
Haworth said: “It will be something bright 
and something to suggest that there is a 
vibrant night life in Oswestry. But I can’t 
give too much away. 

“I hope everybody will be pleased to get 
that area brightened up.” 

The George landlord has given the group 
permission to use its wall. 

The group previously worked for two years 
on a mural project for the side of the Home 
Bargains wall, at the bottom of Bailey Street. 

A large steam train now stretches along 
the wall celebrating the town’s history with 
the Cambrian Railways. 

Mr Haworth came up with the idea after 
visiting Katikati in New Zealand which dis¬ 
plays around 47 murals in its streets.

VEHICLES from the Skoda camp 
never cease to amaze me these 
days and the Superb Estate 
Greenline proved no exception. 

When a car retains industry awards you 
know it’s not a fluke and I’ve just discov¬ 
ered why this Skoda has got ‘winner’ 
stamped all over it. 

This is a very spacious estate with good pric¬ 
ing and all the equipment you need inside a sur¬ 
prisingly up-market cabin. 

In fact building on the success of the hatch¬ 
back this estate is the largest and most luxuri-

ous car ever to wear the Skoda badge, with 
prices running from under £19,000 to over 
£30,000. 

Back in the 1930s Skoda launched the 
Superb as a luxurious option for the world’s

leaders and royalty. Things certainly slipped a 
bit over the years with the brand the butt of 
many motoring jokes - but that luxurious 
image is certainly back again. 

On test was the 1.6TDi CR 105PS in five 
speed manual format and just to explain why 
it’s such an outstanding option there’s 
54.2mpg, C02 emissions of 114g/km, a top 
speed of 119mph and 0-62mph in 12.6seconds. 

This model hits the road running at £24,465 
and includes 16” alloys, four spoke leather 
multi-function steering wheel, including radio 
and telephone controls. 

There’s a touch screen navigation system 
with voice control and full leather upholstery 
with heated and electrically operated front 
seats. 

On top of all that there’s rain sensor wipers, 
a start-stop system and a built-in tyre pressure 
monitor. 

Battery 

The Greenline system keeps running costs 
down with an energy recovery system which 
converts kinetic energy back into useable elec¬ 
tricity which is either stored in the battery or 
reused by electrical components. 

That bit is above my understanding but cer¬ 
tainly contributes to keeping fuel costs down. 

Improved aerodynamics, low profile tyres, 
the stop-start system and screen mounted 
speed warnings coupled to gear change recom¬ 
mendations are also part of the Greenline sys¬ 
tem. 

I read somewhere that the Superb was 
lumpy, well not on my watch it wasn’t. It felt 
great on the motorway and equally at home on 
the country roads of Mid Wales - a great 
cruiser. 

The estate was never built for charging into 
bends but accurate steering and plenty of grip 
ensure the ride feels as safe as it should. 

If you’re a company car driver the 1.6 TDI 
Greenline makes a lot of sense because of its

low C02 emissions and enormous boot space. 

It’s also a comfortable five seater and rear 
seat passengers can have no complaints about 
leg or headroom which is unusual with one 
normally compromising the other these days. 

Skoda’s image changed forever with the 
alliance with Volkswagen but this is no poor 
relation - quite the opposite in fact. 

Inside there is a classy feel and all the con¬ 
trols are simple and just where they should be, 
unlike in some of the opposition where a day¬ 
long instruction period is often needed. 

Stability control and twin front, side and cur¬ 
tain airbags are fitted as standard, as well as a 
further airbag to protect the driver’s knees. 

Top-spec cars in the range get an intelligent 
headlight system, which varies its beam pat¬ 
tern according to your speed and the type of 
road you’re on. Security features are plentiful, 
and every model comes with an alarm. 

In 2011, Skoda completed a record year 
achieving registrations of over 45,000 up 9.2 
per cent when compared to the previous year 
whilst also reaching a record 2.3 per cent mar¬ 
ket share. 

Last March was the brand’s best sales 
month ever when deliveries rose 12.1 per cent 
to 95,200 vehicles and January to March was 
the best ever quarter as deliveries totaled 
242,700 units.

Every model from the Polo supermini 
to the Phaeton luxury saloon will have 
DAB, on top of AM/FM tuners, MP3 
input sockets and CD players. 

Only the smallest Volkswagen, the 
Up, will be left out. It will continue 
with its selection of normal radio chan¬ 
nels and media inputs. 


On top of the improved radio quality, 
all models from the Polo S upwards will 
feature at least six speakers, and most 
will have eight. 

Upgrade options will be available 
including the MDI Multi Device Inter¬ 
face that allows quick and easy connec¬ 
tion of iPods and other MP3 players 
through a USB input port. Users can 
then control track selection via the 
car’s audio controls. 

Bluetooth connectivity will be an 
option on some models and standard 


equipment on others, mainly high-end 
models.

Volvo S60 delivers 
great fuel economy 




The range is available with a wide choice of engines, between diesel and petrol 


The name Volvo always conjures 
up safe, solid, dependable cars, 
and certainly the S60 model fits 
into this category. 

It has been around for quite a time and 
has now benefited from a new 1.6-litre 
turbo diesel engine that gives it stagger¬ 
ing results due to engineering excellence 
and with the addition of stop/start mode; 
it gives superb class leading, eye-watering 
figures for this quite large family saloon 
vehicle. 

A claimed 65.7 mpg on the combined cycle, 
and with a low 114 C02 emission figure and you 
start to understand that a frugal diesel S60 is 
within your capabilities. 

What this means that when the tank is full to 
the top it is quite possible to achieve over 800 
miles on that tankful in real terms driving and 



not simulated computer generated perfect con¬ 
ditions. 

The S60 R-Design model looks quite good, it 
sits slightly lower than the ordinary S60 and 
with a lower centre of gravity the handling is 
relatively sharp. Let us not forget however that 
this is primarily a full 4/5 seater, family saloon 
car. 

The cabin is typical Volvo, dependable, safe, 
secure, refined with easy to understand instru¬ 
mentation and a quality feel to all the fittings 
and fitments. This is not a vehicle that is going 
to fail you within a short period of ownership. 

I fell in love with Volvo’s blind spot warning 
system, a small orange light appears in the “a” 
pillar when a small wing mirror type camera 
senses a vehicle in the blind spot, this really is 


a feature if you do a lot of motorway driving. 

The 1560cc four-cylinder turbo-charged 
diesel engine had a power output claimed as 
115 bhp sufficient to allow for a top speed of 121 
mph and a 0 - 60 in marginally over 10 seconds. 
These figures are somewhat academic, it is the 
economics of driving the vehicle which is its 
forte, the 6-speed gearbox seemed to be almost 
perfection in its choice of ratios. 

The vehicle and engine was a lusty per¬ 
former, a long motorway journey showed it 
would cruise in sixth gear without any prob¬ 
lems and if an overtake was required then there 
was sufficient torque without having to swap 
cogs too often. 

Technology 

To drive the vehicle around town was also 
easy and unstressful, the stop/start technology 
which meant that when you came to a stop and 
removed your feet from the pedals, the engine 
stopped and as soon as the clutch was caressed 
the engine started again, this all brings the 
C02 down to an extremely low level and low 
taxation levels for the owner. 

The SE and its V60 estate derivative are 
available as 4 options with ES as entry level and 
the R-Design as the more or less top specifica¬ 
tion, Drive factor is the economical version. 

The range is available with quite a compre¬ 
hensive choice of engines, between diesel and 
petrol. There are petrols at 1600cc, 2000cc and 
3000cc with power outputs varying between 
150bhp for the entry level up to a very substan¬ 
tial 6-cylinder 304 bhp for the T6 4-wheel drive 
automatic version. 

The level of extras is extremely substantial, 
my particular 1.6-litre diesel, the Drive Econ¬ 
omy, had an on the road price of £26,400. Volvo 
decided that I needed to have it equipped with 


a premium pack priced £2,000, driver support 
pack £1,600, a convenience pack at £2,000, a 
security pack at £665, metallic paint at £640 
and a winter pack at £385. 

Suddenly the vehicle cost £32,800 and I 
really do believe that if it was my money and my 
chequebook the list of extras would stay just 
that, extras. 

The premium pack is a stereo upgrade and a 
DAB radio, the driver support is adapted cruise 
control with a pedestrian protection and also 
the blind spot information system, and the win¬ 
ter pack includes heated front seat, headlamp 
washers and wipers. 

The whole range start at £22,785 for the 
entry level petrol ES derivative and the top 
specification T6 with an R-Design geartronic 


system tops the range at £36,705. 

At the end of a week driving the vehicle I did¬ 
n’t achieve the headline figure that Volvo sug¬ 
gest of 65.7 mpg but what I did achieve was 
virtually 500 miles of motoring and the fuel 
gauge still saying that there was a further 300 
miles in the tank. 

By pressing the button in the system it 
revealed that over a week and a variety of driv¬ 
ing between motorway and around town driv¬ 
ing, I managed to achieve 56 mpg and I feel for 
the size and type of vehicle this is commend¬ 
able. 

If you are in the market place for this type of 
vehicle or you were considering perhaps a 
BMW3 Series or Audi A4, then do not dismiss 
the Volvo S60 in your options.

Opening win

RACHEL ATHERTON marked her first World Cup of 2012 with 
an impressive victory in front of a huge crowd in Val di Sole, 
Italy.

The 24-year-old kept up her fast pace during the second 
split to improve her lead to 2.7 seconds. 

A little bobble on the lower section did not deter her as she 
flew across the line in 3:49.436 seconds, 4.4 seconds quicker 
than Nicole, seven seconds faster than Ragot’s qualifying 
time and a massive 12 seconds quicker than her own. 

That left just Ragot to go but, although she produced a 
strong ride on the bottom section, her time was not enough 
to topple Atherton, who lies fourth in the overall standings 
despite only taking part in one race. 

It was not just Rachel who was on form as brother Gee and 
team-mate Marc Beaumont both qualified well in fourth and 
third respectively. Gee was chasing a great ride from 
Cameron Cole of New Zealand and started well. 

But he faded towards the bottom due to an arm injury sus¬ 
tained in practice, although the Oswestry rider claimed top 
spot by crossing the line 1.4 seconds ahead of Cole.

Prime mover in town’s 
industrial development 

in the latest in our series on Shrewsbury place names, local historian ANDREW PATTISON 
looks at the businessman and engineer whose name was given to Bage Way 


BAGE Way is the part of Shrewsbury’s inner 
ring road between Old Potts Way and 
Crowmere Road. 

It is named after Charles Bage (1752-1822), a man of 
great inventiveness and versatility, who also had a deep con¬ 
cern for those less fortunate than himself. 

Charles was born near Derby into a Quaker family. His 
father Robert owned a paper mill near Tamworth. When 
Charles was 14 his father bought a share in an iron forge, 
one of his partners being Erasmus Darwin, Charles Dar¬ 
win’s grandfather. Through this link, Charles Bage became 
friendly with Robert Darwin, Charles Darwin’s father, a 
friendship which continued when both of them moved inde¬ 
pendently to Shrewsbury. 

Charles Bage married Margaret Boterall, of Shrewsbury, 
and moved to the town around 1781. He set up in business 
as a wine merchant and was also a surveyor, rather a curious 
combination. He quickly became well-known and respected 
in the town, and from 1784 was a founder-director of the 
‘House of Industry’, which occupied the buildings which 
now house Shrewsbury School. 

The House of Industry had a more benign regime than the 
later workhouses, and sought to counter the escalating cost 
of poor relief by providing the poor inmates with productive 
work. This they did by producing goods in the workshops 
and food on the associated farm, and selling them at a profit. 

Bage was on close terms with many of the important men 
of Shrewsbury of this period, such as Thomas Telford, 
William Hazledine, and the Benyon brothers (all of whom 
have been described in this series). 

When the Benyons entered into partnership with John 
Marshall, of Leeds, to build a fire-proof flax mill in Dither- 
ington, Shrewsbury, they appointed Bage as its designer. At 
first sight it seems strange to choose a wine merchant and 
surveyor to design the ironwork for a cutting edge fireproof 
building. 

However, Charles Bage was familiar with the work of 
William Strutt, who was at the forefront of designing such 
buildings. He also had contact with the Coalbrookdale iron¬ 
masters, who helped him by providing details of experi¬ 
ments they had done on the strength of cast iron structures. 


Bage’s important contribution to the development of iron- 
framed buildings was to use cast iron beams, as well as 
columns, roof supports, windows and doors as Strutt had 
already done. For this reason it is not unreasonable to claim 
that every skyscraper in the world was born in Shrewsbury. 

The fact that the Ditherington Flax Mill is still standing 
is a tribute to Bage’s mathematical and engineering skill. It 
is also a tribute to the exceptional talent of the ironmaster 
William Hazledine, who had the responsibility for the 
detailed design and casting of all the components. 

These included 204 columns, 136 beams in pairs bolted 
together in the middle, 136 large windows, and 19 roof sec¬ 
tions, not to mention doors, tie bars, staircases, and all the 
other smaller cast iron parts. Putting it all together must 
have been like assembling a gigantic Meccano model. 

Austere 

As described in the previous article, Bage designed a sim¬ 
ilar mill for the Benyons in Castlefields in 1804. In 1815, 
Bage built his own smaller factory to weave linen cloth. This 
was situated on what is now Burr’s Field, which lies 
between Kingsland Road and the river. Bage developed a 
new type of power loom, but it does not seem to have been 
successful. 

Bage was elected Mayor of Shrewsbury in 1807, and was 
one of the prime movers in the establishment of the Lancas- 
terian School in 1813. This was a charity school, and Bage 
designed its rather austere building that is still standing 
along Beacall’s Lane, Castlefields. 

After his first wife died, in 1808 he married again, this 
time to a girl who was just 21 (he was 56) and they had six 
children. 

His last years were a time of great economic depression, 
which caused him much financial difficulty. He wrote to his 
friend William Strutt, “What is to become of our [national] 
debt [it was already £800 million in 1815] I know not; in a 
few years the other side of the Atlantic will be a giant great 
enough to swallow up almost the rest of the world.” 

His sentiments have proved exactly right. Sadly, the only 
monument to Charles Bage is a very decayed gravestone in 
St Chad’s churchyard. Surely such an outstanding man 
deserves better?

WITH the almost panic-like 
commentaries doing the 
rounds you could be forgiven 
for thinking the overseas 
property world has ended.

Project for teenagers after drinking shock 


TEENAGERS in Pontesbury, which hit the head¬ 
lines due to problems with underage drinking, 
are to be encouraged to make the most of their 
natural environment with a new project run by 
Shropshire Wildlife Trust. 

The Wild A@venture initiative would see 
youngsters from the village involved in outdoor 
activities such as orienteering or building and 
installing bird boxes. 

The scheme would include a Young Apprentice 
element which is aimed at youngsters aged 16 
and over. 


It comes after police issued a warning last 
month that large groups of youngsters, some as 
young as 15, had been taking part in underage 
drinking sessions on Earl’s Hill near Pontesbury. 

The Wildlife Trust has now applied for £2,500 
in funding to help get the scheme off the ground 
from the Longden, Ford and Rea Valley Local 
Joint Committee. 

“Activities will involve teams of young people 
exploring their local environment and complet¬ 
ing challenges which could range from complet¬ 
ing an orienteering course around Earl’s Hill to 


building and installing bird boxes,” the applica¬ 
tion said. The key criteria of the activities will be 
that they must take place outside in the local 
environment, they must involve local heritage 
and they must have a goal that can be worked 
towards as a team. 

“We understand that there is a particular need 
for activities to engage the older teenage group 
which we will be able to meet through the Young 
Apprentice part of Wild A@venture. 

The idea has been welcomed by parish council¬ 
lor Brian Morris.

Claim car park 

causing misery 


for neighbours

A LORRY crashing into the 
grounds of an historic bed and 
breakfast is just one example of 
the traffic mayhem resulting from 
a new car park in Shrewsbury, 
residents claim. 

They say the 41-space pay and display 
car park, at Horsefair in Abbey Foregate, 
has made their lives a misery ever since it 
opened in March. 

Traffic has increased twofold, and resi¬ 
dents and businesses claim part of the 
problem is a sign erected by Morris Prop¬ 
erties, who built the car park, which 
directs traffic up a narrow street next to 
the 15th century Old Park House Bed and 
Breakfast. 

They said Shropshire Council had asked 
the company to remove the sign by April 
27 so that traffic could continue to enter 
the £2 all day car park via Horsefair, but 
over a month on the sign still remains in 
place. 

An articulated lorry crashed into the 
railings outside the bed and breakfast 
within two weeks of the car park opening. 

It ended up inches from the property 
and left the fencing bent out of shape. 

Christine Yates-Roberts, proprietor of 
Old Park House, said: “I was in the bath¬ 
room when I saw this massive shadow 


come towards the property and the driver 
just clattered into the railings. It looks like 
a complete mess and could have been 
worse. 

“The half adopted road they are direct¬ 
ing traffic down is not suitable or safe for 
traffic of this kind. 

“Shropshire Council told them to 
remove the sign by the end of April but it’s 
still there.” 

Unsuitable 

Shropshire councillor Hannah Fraser, 
for the Abbey ward, said: “The signage to 
this car park encourages traffic up a 
wholly unsuitable road, and there have 
been various incidents. 

“It really needs to be removed so as not 
to encourage more similar incidents but 
nothing has been done.” 

But Elizabeth Lowe, of Morris Property, 
said: “There’s been a sign on this site since 
it was operated as a builders’ yard by Bick- 
erton Builders. 

“We recently acquired the former mer¬ 
chants’ yard, and have subsequently 
turned it in to a pay and display car park, 
updating the existing sign to provide park¬ 
ing information. 

“The additional spaces have helped to 
relieve some of the parking issues experi¬ 
enced in the area.”

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Just Superb - Skoda 
are back in big lime 


VEHICLES from the Skoda camp 
never cease to amaze me these 
days and the Superb Estate 
Greenline proved no exception. 

When a car retains industry awards you 
know it’s not a fluke and I’ve just discov¬ 
ered why this Skoda has got ‘winner’ 
stamped all over it. 

This is a very spacious estate with good pric¬ 
ing and all the equipment you need inside a sur¬ 
prisingly up-market cabin. 

In fact building on the success of the hatch¬ 
back this estate is the largest and most luxuri¬ 



ous car ever to wear the Skoda badge, with 
prices running from under £19,000 to over 
£30,000. 

Back in the 1930s Skoda launched the 
Superb as a luxurious option for the world’s 


leaders and royalty. Things certainly slipped a 
bit over the years with the brand the butt of 
many motoring jokes - but that luxurious 
image is certainly back again. 

On test was the 1.6TDi CR 105PS in five 
speed manual format and just to explain why 
it’s such an outstanding option there’s 
54.2mpg, C02 emissions of 114g/km, a top 
speed of 119mph and 0-62mph in 12.6seconds. 

This model hits the road running at £24,465 
and includes 16” alloys, four spoke leather 
multi-function steering wheel, including radio 
and telephone controls. 

There’s a touch screen navigation system 
with voice control and full leather upholstery 
with heated and electrically operated front 
seats. 

On top of all that there’s rain sensor wipers, 
a start-stop system and a built-in tyre pressure 
monitor. 

Battery 

The Greenline system keeps running costs 
down with an energy recovery system which 
converts kinetic energy back into useable elec¬ 
tricity which is either stored in the battery or 
reused by electrical components. 

That bit is above my understanding but cer¬ 
tainly contributes to keeping fuel costs down. 

Improved aerodynamics, low profile tyres, 
the stop-start system and screen mounted 
speed warnings coupled to gear change recom¬ 
mendations are also part of the Greenline sys¬ 
tem. 

I read somewhere that the Superb was 
lumpy, well not on my watch it wasn’t. It felt 
great on the motorway and equally at home on 
the country roads of Mid Wales - a great 
cruiser. 

The estate was never built for charging into 
bends but accurate steering and plenty of grip 
ensure the ride feels as safe as it should. 

If you’re a company car driver the 1.6 TDI 
Greenline makes a lot of sense because of its

low C02 emissions and enormous boot space. 

It’s also a comfortable five seater and rear 
seat passengers can have no complaints about 
leg or headroom which is unusual with one 
normally compromising the other these days. 

Skoda’s image changed forever with the 
alliance with Volkswagen but this is no poor 
relation - quite the opposite in fact. 

Inside there is a classy feel and all the con¬ 
trols are simple and just where they should be, 
unlike in some of the opposition where a day¬ 
long instruction period is often needed. 

Stability control and twin front, side and cur¬ 
tain airbags are fitted as standard, as well as a 
further airbag to protect the driver’s knees. 

Top-spec cars in the range get an intelligent 
headlight system, which varies its beam pat¬ 
tern according to your speed and the type of 
road you’re on. Security features are plentiful, 
and every model comes with an alarm. 

In 2011, Skoda completed a record year 
achieving registrations of over 45,000 up 9.2 
per cent when compared to the previous year 
whilst also reaching a record 2.3 per cent mar¬ 
ket share. 

Last March was the brand’s best sales 
month ever when deliveries rose 12.1 per cent 
to 95,200 vehicles and January to March was 
the best ever quarter as deliveries totaled 
242,700 units.

Statements get no more dra¬ 
matic than this: “Without 
the Boxster, Porsche would 
have gone to the wall.” That, 
from a biggish-wig in the 
sports car company’s UK 
team is proper horse’s 
mouth stuff. 

Or how about this, from an even big¬ 
ger-wig: “Frankly, without it we would 
not be here in the way we are today.” 


Which likely means that if the original 
Boxster of 1996 had been a sales flop the com¬ 
pany would long ago have been taken over, or 
perhaps sunk beneath the waves. 

Since then, if you follow these things, 
you’ll know that Porsche has indeed been 
taken over (by the VW Group) but that had 
all to do with some shaky corporate stock 
market play and nothing at all to do with the 
Boxster. 

Back in the Nineties Porsche was a com¬ 
pany apparently heading fast for the wall, 
trying to sell a very limited range of very

expensive cars (the 911) and in desperate 
need of something with pedigree but at a 
much more accessible price. 

By sharing lots of bits with the dearer 911 
(down to the doors - penny pinching was that 
exercised) the Boxster appeared in time to 
turn the tide. 

It looked good, had the right specification 
on paper (crucially for Porsche fans, a six- 
cylinder engine in flattened formation 
behind the driver) and, best of all, it was bet¬ 
ter, much better to drive than any of the 
opposition. 

Slick 

Porsche had gone to the top of the rea¬ 
sonably affordable roadster tables with¬ 
out even working their way up the junior 
leagues first. 

Now comes Boxster version three 
(number two was a lightish reworking of 
the original) and perhaps the hardest 
trick for its maker to pull off was not 
making it better to drive than the 
recently renewed 911 range, which cost 
at least £33,000 more. 

They are fine cars and have a couple of 
child-friendly seats in the rear that the 
Boxster lacks, but after a wonderful 
morning in the Welsh hills with the new 
junior Porsche it’s hard to see how 
anything with four wheels 
could be more fun to drive. 

The more aggressively 
styled newcomer arrives 
in two flavours, fast 
(plain Boxster for 
£37,589) or even 
faster (Boxster S for 
£45,384) and with a 


slick manual gearbox or seven-speed 
auto (£1,922). Both are a little longer, 
lower yet lighter than before but no 
wider, which is good news on Britain’s 
twistier roads, where they ought to 
shine. 

The cheaper car is about £1,000 more 
than before, the S is up £1,500. Added 
standard kit makes them about as good 
value as the older models, though. 

The engine for the entry-level car (a 
comparative term, I know) is actually 
200cc smaller than before, at 2.7 litres, 
but produces a little more power 
(261bhp) and useful improvements in 
economy, pollutants and performance. 

It’s the same story with the Boxster S, 
with its engine (staying at 3.4 litres) but 
doing more with the cubic capacity and 
producing 311bhp. It will hit 173mph, 
against the mere 163mph of the less 
expensive car. Which ought to be enough. 

I enjoyed both versions over some chal¬ 
lenging roads and it didn’t take long to 
discover both are blessed with an almost 
supernatural ability to make rough roads 
smooth and every well 
sighted corner a deli¬ 
cious challenge.

either, to appreciate the class act the new 
Boxster twins represent. The Porsche 
engineers have dug deep and built a car 
that’s more pure enjoyment than any¬ 
thing near the price. 

Watch out, (much) dearer Porsche 911. 
Watch out, potential Boxster buyers, for 
an options list so tempting its ridicu¬ 
lously easy to add £10,000 to the bottom 
line. Keep it simple and keep smiling.

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Tanks a lot! Volvo 
S60 keeps going 


The name Volvo always 
conjures up safe, solid, 
dependable cars, and cer¬ 
tainly the S 60 model fits 
into this category, writes 
Bob Hickman. 

It has been around for quite a 
time and has now benefited from a 
new 1.6-litre turbo diesel engine 
that gives it staggering results due 
to engineering excellence and with 
the addition of stop/start mode; it 
gives superb class leading, eye¬ 
watering figures for this quite 
large family saloon vehicle. 

A claimed 65.7 mpg on the combined 
cycle, and with a low 114 C02 emission 
figure and you start to understand that 
a frugal diesel S60 is within your capa¬ 
bilities. 

What this means that when the tank 
is full to the top it is quite possible to 
achieve over 800 miles on that tankful 
in real terms driving and not simulated 
computer generated perfect condi¬ 
tions. 

The S60 R-Design model looks quite 
good, it sits slightly lower than the 
ordinary S60 and with a lower centre of 
gravity the handling is relatively 
sharp. Let us not forget however that 
this is primarily a full 4/5 seater, family 
saloon car. 

The cabin is typical Volvo, depend¬ 
able, safe, secure, refined with easy to 
understand instrumentation and a 
quality feel to all the fittings and fit¬ 
ments. This is not a vehicle that is 
going to fail you within a short period 
of ownership. 

I fell in love with Volvo’s blind spot 
warning system, a small orange light 
appears in the “a” pillar when a small 


wing mirror type camera senses a vehi¬ 
cle in the blind spot, this really is a fea¬ 
ture if you do a lot of motorway driving. 

The 1560cc four-cylinder turbo¬ 
charged diesel engine had a power out¬ 
put claimed as 115 bhp sufficient to 
allow for a top speed of 121 mph and a 
0 - 60 in marginally over 10 seconds. 
These figures are somewhat academic, 
it is the economics of driving the vehi¬ 
cle which is its forte, the 6-speed gear¬ 
box seemed to be almost perfection in 
its choice of ratios. 

The vehicle and engine was a lusty 
performer, a long motorway journey 
showed it would cruise in sixth gear 
without any problems and if an over¬ 
take was required then there was suffi¬ 
cient torque without having to swap 
cogs too often. 

Technology 

To drive the vehicle around town 
was also easy and unstressful, the 
stop/start technology which meant 
that when you came to a stop and 
removed your feet from the pedals, the 
engine stopped and as soon as the 
clutch was caressed the engine started 
again, this all brings the C02 down to 
an extremely low level and low taxa¬ 
tion levels for the owner. 

The SE and its V60 estate derivative 
are available as 4 options with ES as 
entry level and the R-Design as the 
more or less top specification, Drive 
factor is the economical version. 

The range is available with quite a 
comprehensive choice of engines, 
between diesel and petrol. There are 
petrols at 1600cc, 2000cc and 3000cc 
with power outputs varying between 
150bhp for the entry level up to a very 
substantial 6-cylinder 304 bhp for the 
T6 4-wheel drive automatic version. 

The level of extras is extremely sub¬ 


stantial, my particular 1.6-litre diesel, 
the Drive Economy, had an on the road 
price of £26,400. Volvo decided that I 
needed to have it equipped with a pre¬ 
mium pack priced £2,000, driver sup¬ 
port pack £1,600, a convenience pack 
at £2,000, a security pack at £665, 
metallic paint at £640 and a winter 
pack at £385. 

Suddenly the vehicle cost £32,800 
and I really do believe that if it was 
my money and my chequebook the 
list of extras would stay just that, 
extras. 

The premium pack is a stereo 
upgrade and a DAB radio, the driver 
support is adapted cruise control 
with a pedestrian protection and also 
the blind spot information system, 
and the winter pack includes heated 
front seat, headlamp washers and 
wipers. 

The whole range start at £22,785 
for the entry level petrol ES deriva¬ 
tive and the top specification T6 with 
an R-Design geartronic system tops 
the range at £36,705. 

At the end of a week driving the 
vehicle I didn’t achieve the headline 
figure that Volvo suggest of 65.7 mpg 
but what I did achieve was virtually 
500 miles of motoring and the fuel 
gauge still saying that there was a 
further 300 miles in the tank. 

By pressing the button in the sys¬ 
tem it revealed that over a week and 
a variety of driving between motor¬ 
way and around town driving, I man¬ 
aged to achieve 56 mpg and I feel for 
the size and type of vehicle this is 
commendable. 

If you are in the market place for 
this type of vehicle or you were con¬ 
sidering perhaps a BMW3 Series or 
Audi A4, then do not dismiss the 
Volvo S60 in your options.

SHROPSHIRE’S delighted captain Ed 
Foster praised the contribution of his 
Shrewsbury team mate Dan Bowen after 
the county opened their Minor Counties 
Championship campaign by toppling 
Cheshire by 88 runs, writes STUART 
DUNN. 

Bowen, the former Whitchurch man, 
grabbed four wickets on Tuesday’s final 
day to help bowl out Cheshire for 183 at 
Bridgnorth. 

Bowen ended with 4-71 as Bilal 
Shafayat, one of the county’s two profes¬ 
sionals, claimed 5-38, an identical return 
to the first innings haul for the Hamp¬ 
shire man, to set up a convincing victory. 

“I was really pleased for Dan,” said 
Foster. “He bowled exceptionally well 
and it was fantastic to see. 

“It’s nice to see him back and firing 


after the injury problems he had last sea¬ 
son.” 

It was the perfect boost for Shropshire 
ahead of last night’s glamour Twenty20 
challenge match against Worcestershire 
at Shrewsbury when the Pears were set 
to include Australian Test batsman Phil 
Hughes and former England man 
Vikram Solanki in a star-studded line up. 

Shropshire batted first against 
Cheshire and were bowled out for 240, 
with Shrewsbury’s Rob Foster hitting 45. 

Cheshire were then removed for 228 
before Shropshire, in their second 
innings, racked up 259 all out. 

Skipper Foster passed 2,000 Champi¬ 
onship runs on his way to top scoring 
with 89 and his brother Rob added 37. 

Shafayat and Whitchurch-based 
Bowen then got to work with the ball to 


seal a pleasing victory as Cheshire were 
dismissed for 183. 

Meanwhile, Shrewsbury’s Ed Barnard 
led Shropshire’s under-17s to an easy 
eight-wicket victory at Northampton¬ 
shire to keep the county on course for 
qualification from their group and a 
place in the semi finals of the ECB 
County Cup. 

A win at home to Staffordshire at 
Shrewsbury’s London Road ground on 
Sunday coupled with favourable results 
elsewhere should see them through.

Shrewsbury fall just short 
despite Bishop's heroics

A BRAVE knock from the injured Ryan Bishop 
took Shrewsbury close - but not close 
enough - as their search for an opening Birm¬ 
ingham League premier division victory of the 
season continued against Kidderminster. 

Having restricted the visitors to 211-8 from their 55 
overs, Shrewsbury were hopeful their strong batting line up 
would steer them past the 
winning post. But they ulti¬ 
mately pulled up short on 
200-7, having to settle for 
eight points from a losing 
draw. 

They would have finished 
much further off the pace 
had it not been for the 
efforts of South African 
Bishop, who dropped down 
the order from his usual 
opening spot to come in at 
No. 7 after suffering a 
painful blow while earlier 
keeping wicket. 

Gritting his teeth to play 
through the pain barrier 
after breaking a finger, 

Bishop still managed to 
crack an unbeaten 39 from 
just 29 balls, with Shrews¬ 
bury captain Ed Foster 
quick to salute the overseas 
man’s contribution. 

Languish 

“Everyone knows that’s 
what Ryan’s like,” said Fos¬ 
ter. “That’s the kind of guy 
he is. We didn’t want to take 
a chance by letting him open 
the batting but he was keen 
to come in and he played 
very well. 

“Had it not been for his 
knock, we would have been a 
long way off.” 

Foster admitted Shrews¬ 
bury’s overall display was 
another disappointment as 
they continue to languish in 
the lower reaches of the 
table ahead of another home 
clash against unbeaten Wal¬ 
sall on Saturday. 

He said: “We always want 
to pick up 20 points or ide¬ 
ally 24 points, so it was not 
satisfactory. 

“We should be able to beat 
every side we play against in 
this league. We know we’re 
capable of doing that. 

“But we just weren’t good 
enough and unfortunately 
I’m having to say that too 
often for mine and every¬ 
one’s liking at the moment. 

“We weren’t massively 
poor but in four or five areas 
we weren’t 100 per cent, in 
some cases not even 80 per 
cent.” 


The skipper added there 
were some plus points, 
notably the bowling of Elliot 
Green and Ed Barnard, 
while Steve Leach and Rob 
Foster enjoyed a decent part¬ 
nership in the county town 
club’s reply. 

Kidderminster batted 
first and, held together by a 
third-wicket stand of 132 
between Zac Turley (64) and 
Neil Pinner (61), they 
totalled 211-8, losing their 
way towards the end as they 
were well placed at 181-3 at 
one stage. 

Barnard, 16, opened the 
bowling and claimed 3-49, 
removing both of the 
Worcestershire players in 
the Kidderminster side, Pin¬ 
ner and opener Matthew 
Pardoe for 37. 

Then consistent spinner 
Green also got to work to 
grab an eye-catching 4-35 
from 10 tidy overs. 

Shrewsbury’s reply 
started poorly with captain 
Foster bowled for a duck off 
just the fifth ball of the 
innings. 

Leach, promoted to open 
in place of Bishop, went on to 
anchor the chase by making 
63 from 130 deliveries, shar¬ 
ing decent partnerships with 
Barnard (24) and then Rob 
Foster (43) in a third-wicket 
stand of 79. 

But Shrewsbury were 
always off the pace until 
Bishop’s arrival added some 
impetus as they ended on 
200-7.

“We’ve met with a number of 
players and I’ve been quite 
impressed with their thoughts 
and what they want out of the 
game and what their aims are. 

“I’ve got to say disappointingly 
I’ve lost one or two we were inter¬ 
ested in. We made offers but they 
had better offers elsewhere. 

“That happens in football and 
I’ve been around long enough to 
know that in the close season it 
doesn’t always go to plan. 

“If you use last season as an 


example, Matt Richards turned 
up very late in proceedings and 
turned out to be a great signing 
so there’s no need to panic. 

“It’s true I would like a num¬ 
ber of players already tied up and 
it hasn’t happened - but it will.” 

Turner remains hopeful of 
keeping hold of out of contract 
duo Chris Neal and James 
Collins, but nothing has been 
finalised with either player. 

On goalkeeper Neal, Turner 
said: “We have had correspon¬ 
dence from his agent but we’re 
still waiting for confirmation 
that he’s either turned down or 
accepted our offer.”

As for Collins, the Irish under- 
21 international has told Turner 
he would like to see if there is any 
interest from higher division 
clubs, but the Town boss is still 
optimistic last season’s top 
scorer will stay put.
